Earle, Ark.. May 11, 1912

Richmond, Ky. 
Dear Jennie: — 

"Backward, turn backward, O, Time in 
your flight, 

"Make me a child again, just for to- 
night." 

On receiving your letter in imagina- 
tion, twenty years rolled away and I was 
a girl again down in Poosey. receiving 
letters from you. Are you like Maude, 
requiring some great disaster before you 
rind time to write'' Charlie and Dorsey 
have gone to town to-day, and true to 
the habit of childhood, when left alone 
I want to get into some meanness or do 
something out of the ordinary. Let's 
hope writing to you will settle the 
demon of unrest. I presume Maude has 
told you how the water got one and one- 
half feel deep in our house, and Dorsey 
and I left for five days, came back as 
soon as it began falling, went from stair- 
way in a boat to the steps of smoke 
house,how we cooked up there on heater 
until water got out of oven of cook stove 
and Charlie could get into kitchen in 
knee boots and do the cooking. While 
I was gone, he lived mostly on raw eggs, 
too busy to try to cook on heater as it 
took hustling to save the stock.

The water fell rapidly and we 
replanting garden and Charlie 
putting in crap.then the second 
it is over one-fourth of gar- 
den and edges or yard, about ten or 
eleven acres of land is uncovered and 
that has been planted, but it still creeps 
in. The crest of wave reached Mem- 
phis Thursday, so wedou't see why this 
don't begin to fall. We lost all garden, 
most of fruit trees, flowers, grass, three 
heads of cattle, two Utters of pigs, and 
if this water ^on't go down soon, may 
lose crop, and yet our lot is easy com- 
pared to those nearer levee. You said 
you supposed the Titanio disaster was 
worse than this. The newspaper ver- 
sion of Titanic loss is worse, that's all. 
You know the South has no great news- 
papers, because the reporters are snobs, 
they chronicle only those events in 
which the rich are participants. Hail 
this overflow occurred in the Fast or 
West, you would have had column after 
column of heartrending details of the 
lonely farmers rescued from tops of 
houses, barns, and trees, of the millions 
hoad of cattle and mules lost, of the 
sinking of boats, and overturning of 
houses with women and children cling- 
ing to roofs.just when help was in sight. 
But as it happened in the South, and 
most of the sufferers were poor whites 
and negroes, their tales of woe go un- 
told. Why Charlie and Mr. Cook, with 
a negro man, rescued one family of 
whites, man. wife and eight children, 
who had lived for days with water 
several inches on floor, and when rescu- 
ed lacked six inches of reaching bed 
rails. The man was lying flat on bis 
back with a knee split open, and too 
lazy to have anything if he had been 
well. The woman came to me a few 
days later begging flour, meat and lard 
saying her children were hungry, also 
milk for a two-months old baby which 
they were raising on canned milk, and 
it hadn't any for twenty-four hours. 1 
had one of her children for days and 
took another. Anything iu Titanic 
compared to that mother, seeing her 
children, starving and the the suffering 
of that tiny baby? And yet this is only 
one of perhaps a thousand worse cases. 
From the Klutf at St. Louis to the Gulf. 
150,000 people are homeless, many of 
them having lost practically everything 
they had. The U. S. government is 
sending rations to 80,000, and right here 
is one of the greatest frauds ever pre- 
petrated. Except in refuge camps. very 
few of the real sufferers ever received 
any government aid, the merchants and 
big men got it as it came in, in carload 
lots and gave it out to their tenants, who 
were not even in overflow, and then 
charged tenants for it. The agent of 
Crittenden Railroad is our authority, 
has bills to show how these merchants 
shipped it to negroes where there was 
no water, down his line. The negroes 
and poor whiles around us failed lo get 
any although they went again and again. 
One Illinois man went to get rations for 
his tenan', they told him they had none. 
He replied: "All right, I've kept my 
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wouldn't sell for anything. It is

As for ourselves, 
personally, and our little settlement.we 
came out fine and thank the I. or. I. it is 
as well with us it is. We received many 
letters of sympathy and some offering 
help. While we didn't need any help, 
you can imagine how we appreciated 
the loving thoughts behind ihe offers. 
Even our banker here asked Charlie if 
he would need any money. All we need 
is water to recede in time to get crop in 
and good health. Tell John, when the 
water was so high, we thought of and 
spoke every day about how good a Ken- 
tucky hill would look. Charlie said if 
he just had one of them on his place, 
money couldn't buy the farm. We were 
offered a profit of {2,200 on our place in 
March and refused it. I wish now we 
had sold as we could buy cheaper close 
to town. A St. Louis man has already 
bought $100,000 worth of property from 
discouraged owners.

Gov. McCreary Recalls Lpi- 
sode When He Had a Narrow 
Escape With His Life. 

A break for liberty on the part of con- 
victs in the Frankfort penitentiary and 
a story of gratitude on the pari of one of 
the convicts to the mao who had de- 
fended him when accused, was told ihe 
oiher day by Gov. McCreary when in a 
reminiscent mood. The "break" took 
place when Gov. McCreary was in the 
Governor's office thirty-five years ago. 
The Governor in talking about it said: 

"One Sunday Mrs. McCreary and I 
had been to church. It was a very hot 
day and when I went back to the man- 
sion 1 was so hot that I removed my 
coat, vest and collar, opened my shirt 
and took off my shoes. I was silting in 
the hall dozing when I heard a com- 
motion on ihe outside. I ran to the door 
and saw convicts in their striped suits 
dropping over the prison wall so fast 
that one could hardly count them as 
they hit the ground. They had built a 
series of steps on the inside of the wall, 
climbed to the top and dropped down on 
the outside. 

"Without thinking about my disarray 
and ihe fact that I did not have on 
shoes. I ran down the street calling for 
others lo come and help check the 
break. John Griffin, now superintendent 
of the Frankfort Water Company, was 
living across the street from the man- 
sion and he ran to my assistance. Just 
as I neared the place where the convicts 
were going over the wall one convict, 
who had escaped, picked up a large 
bowlder and said lo me: 

" 'If you come a step farther I will 
brain you.' 

"As I had no weapon, naturally I 
hesitated and slopped. The eonvict 
still threatened me with ihe slone when 
a trusty ran up from the gate. He had 
been attracted to the scene by Ihe noise 
and cries Wheo he saw the man with 
the stone drawn back to hurl at me he 
called out to the convict: 

" Don't hit that man; thai is the 
Governor. ' 

"With that he hurled himself on the 
convict and the two went to tbe ground 
in a rough and tumble fight. The 
'trusty' hammered the other man with 
his fisl and finally beat him into help- 
lessness. He sat on the prostrate form 
of his fellow convict unlil all trace of 
resistance bad ceased and the guards 
bad come up. Then he arose. 

"The man who saved m e from being 
struck was a olient of mine He and 
his brother had been tried in Madison 
county for the killing of a man. Tbe 
brother escaped aflir his conviction and 
waa never heard of again. He said thai 
my client had nothing to do with the 
shooting and did not know anything 
about it until be saw the shot fired. But 
my olient was convicted and sentenced 
lo ihe penitentiary for ten years. He 
had recogaized me as he ran up and 
saw the convict about to strike me with 
the stone, and at once look my side of 
the fight. 

"1 went to my office tbe next day and 
granted a full and free pardon to that 
'trusty.' " 



W. H. Wherrett, aged 87. one of tbe 
oldest and most highly revered citizens 
of Lancaster, was found dead in bed 
Friday. The death of Mr Wherrett re- 
moves one of the most historic charac- 
ters of thai city, having been a contin- 
uous resident since 1850, having been 
prominent in local affairs, and having 
filled teveral municipal and civic offices. 

He was a native of Madison county. 
He leaves a wife, one son and two daugh- 
ters, W. C. Wherrilt. Mrs. W. H. Bogie 
and Mrs. Kate Berkle, all of New Or- 
leans, one brother, T. P. Wherrilt of 
this city, and three sisters, Mrs. Martha 
Haley of Richmond. Mrs. Clark Gilman 
and Miss Lizzie Wherrilt also of New 
Orleans. 

Mr. C. S. Minter, who was kicked by 
a horse about three weeks ago, died at 
his home on Boonesboro pike, Monday 
night as a result of his injury. While 
his condition was regarded as serious 
from the outset, friends of this excellent 
oitizen felt that his brave fight for lire 
would be rewarded by his restoration to 
health. However, the past week wit- 
nessed a great change for the worse and 
the spirit of this much admired gentle- 
man passed to the Great Beyond. De- 
ceased was sixty-four years of age, and 
was born in Lee county, Virginia, Hnd 
moved 10 Kentucky eaily in life. He 
came from Owsley county to Madison 
about sixteen years ago, where he made 
many friends and admirers. He was a 
very pleasing gentleman, one of the old 
school, and those who knew him could 
but admire his gentle and many traits. 
Mr. Minter is survived by his wife and 
six children, namely: Messrs. Leonard, 
Edgar Robert, and Roy Minter, Mrs. 
Fannie Dailey and Miss Eva Minter. 
Funeral services will take place at the 
residence, on the Booncsboro pike, at 10 
o'clock this morning, followed by inter- 
ment in ihe Richmond cemetery. 

No Christmas Money For 
Teachers. 

County school teachers of the State 
are almost certain to lose their Christ- 
mas money under ihe operation of the 
new law extending from December 1 to 
31 the date when sheriffs must make 
final settlement of lax collections with 
the Slate Auditor. Assistant State 
Auditor G. B. Likens took the matter up 
with Assistant Attorney General Morris 
to ascertain when the penally goes on 
ihe sheriffs. The law was passed at the 
instance of Senator Claude Thomas at 
the reconl session. It gives the sheriff 
thirty days longer than heretofore to 
make final settlement, and defers the 0 
percent, penalty on him for that length 
of time. Under the old law requiring 
settlement ihe first of December suf- 
ficient money was brought in to the 
teachers before Christmas. This year 
they caunol got their money until early 
in January. 

New Money Order Office.

Paris.— Detailed accounts of the 
atrocities committed by Kusslan troops 
In Persia during the last two or three 
months are at length available. The 
League for the Rights of Peoples has 
obtained two letters from Persian cor. 
respondents. Both letters are from 
Tabriz, the chief commercial town ot 
Persia, which the Russians bombarded 
and Mixed. The first is dated Janu- 
ary 14: 

"December 18 the Russian army en- 
tered Tabriz without having warned 
the authorities or the city. This act 
only served to make the population 
indignant, as it saw its rights violated. 
The nationalists, at sight of foreign- 
ers mixing in the affairs of their coun- 
try, became exasperated, righting 
was Imminent between them and the 
Russian Cossacks. December 22 the 
Russians began a heavy bombardment. 
Shells fell everywhere in the city. The 
population became maddened. The 
flag from the American consulate was 
struck off by a shell. 

"On the 23d the nationalists seized 
the Russian barracks, which are In the 
quarter. More than twenty 
were killed or wounded. 
Atrocities began. The Russians entered 
bouses, burning, sacking, killing and 
pillaging. They struck down the chil- 
dren who resisted before their fathers 
and mothers and carried off the young 
girls when they could. Others came 
on to the Adgi bridge over the River 
Amere and again began a bombard- 
ment of the unhappy city, which In the 
last few years had already seen so 
many Indescribable horrors. In this 
struggle there were about 100 Russian 
soldiers killed and about as many 
Persian nationalists, but above that 
there were more than 800 victims, In- 
cluding defenseless women and chil- 
dren, massacred by the Cossacks. The 
latter also hanged several members 
of the municipal council of Tabriz. 
Chief among these may be mentioned 
Schalkh Sallm, Zla-ul-Ulama, and his 
uncle, but what caused the greatest 
excitement, even among the foreign- 
ers, was the hanging of Sikat-ul-Islam, 
a religious man universally respected, 
according to the consuls of all the 
European countries, on account of bis 
Influence, his good sense and bis lib- 
eral mind. 

"On the 26th the Russians, after 
having taken possession of the gov- 
ernment buildings, custom houses and 
the postoffices. set tire to them. In 
the face of all these atrocities and the 
great misery of the population of Ta- 
briz, the Russian commander-in-chief 
ordered to be shot two of the Russian 
soldiers guilty of excessive atrocities. 
There are many more things to say, 
but I have neither the will nor the 
strength. In conclusion I will say only 
that the beautiful city of Tabriz has 
become a veritable cemetery and that 
la the only reason that peace reigns 
there at present." 



Prof. McDougle and Prof. 
Sharon. 

At a meeting of the County School 
Superintendents from seventy-four coun- 
ties at Frankfort last week Prof. E. C. 
McDougle, of tho Eastern Kentucky 
Normal School, was elected president of 
the Association of Institute Workers. 
Prof. J. A. SI-aron,of the Normal School, 
was appointed chairman of the commit- 
tee to prepare a bill to be presented to 
the next legislature, providing for pay- 
ment by Stale of all institute instructors 
for pay for school teachers while attend- 
ing institutes and for the abolition of 
all fees paid by teachers. The follow- 
ing from Frankfort is a full text of the 
proceedings of the gathering of Superin- 
tendents: 

"County School Superintendents from 
seventy-four counties, the largest num- 
ber ever gathered together at one time, 
are in Frvnkfori attending the convoca- 
tion of institute insirnctors. The super- 
intendents are -.'ready interested in a 
new law which allows an increased sal- 
ary to the superintendents, despite the 
fact that Attorney General tiarnett has 
held that the present superintendents 
lot take advantage of it. The At- 
torney General says that the increase is 
not effective until new superintendents 
are elected. 

'The convocation this morning dis- 
cussed institute work and how to secure 
uniformity in methods by the instruc- 
tors. All county school teachers in 
rural schools are to be elected this year 
on June 15. under a ruling of the State 
Board of Education, which met here 
this afternoon with the county school 
superintendents of the State. The board 
decided that the new school law, which 
is effective on June 12, Mill govern this 
year. 

••County superintendents and teach- 
ers' institute instructors to-night form- 
ed State organizations and each elected 
officers. Each started a movement for 
better salaries for school teachers and 
for a general betterment of the educa- 
tional conditions in Kentucky. The in- 
stitute instructors desire to be placed on 
a better basis, and will prepare a bill, 
to be offered at the next session of the 
legislature, providing for payment by 
the Stale of all institute instructors, for 
puy for school teachers while attending 
institutes and for the abolition of all 
fees paid by teachers. The bill will 
provide for the appropriation of $'25,000 
for the holding of institutes and that no 
instructor shall conduct institutes until 
lie has been granted a license by the 
State Board of Education. The follow- 
ing officers were elected by the institute 
workers: E. C. McDougle, Richmond, 
president: 0. D. Lewis, Berea, vice- 
preident; J. W. Ireland, Stanford, secre- 
tary. 

"The county superintendents formed 
their State organization by the election 
of the following officers: J. L. Jayn, 
Boyd couuly, president: ,E. H. White, 
Warrer. county, vice president: Lucille 
(Jrogan, Calloway county, secretary.and 
S. L. Chandler, Uenry county, treasurer. 
They will present a bill providing for 
ihe flection of all teachers by the coun- 
ty boarJs of education instead of by the 
district boards, and also will ask for in- 
creased pay for school teachers with a 



longer school term. 

"The State Board of Education decid- 
ed that the salaries of teachers must be 
equalized aa much as possible, and the 
grading of tha certificate, the size of the 
district and school attendance 
considered in fixing salaries ."

None the leaa Turkey 
las the nominal right to order the 
Egyptian army to cross the frontier 
into Tripoli and to help In the discom- 
fiture of the Italian invaders. But al- 
though Turkey baa wisely refrained 
'rom Issuing orders that would not be 
ibeyed there has been a dealre on 
.he part of many Egyptian officers to 
volunteer In her cause, and these of- 
Icera have aaked Lord Kltchener'a per- 
mission to absent themselves from 
:helr posts for that purpose. Lord 
Kltchener'a reply, quoted In the Fort- 
alghtly Review, shows a certain sar- 
ionlc humor that must be classified 
among the finer weapons of diplomacy. 
He aaya he would gladly give the de- 
sired permission, but he fears that the 
upward preasure In the Junior ranks of 
he Egyptian army would compel him 
to place the absentees on th« retired 
1st, which would be a grievous return 
or patriotic valor. So he adviaes them 
to curb their heroic ambitions, so 
natural to Egyptlana, and stay at 
lome. To a number of nomad Bedou- 
ns, who made almilar applications 
(jord Kitchener expressed his surprise 
:hat they should wish to fight at all. 
Not having regarded them In the light 
)f warriors, he had never Included 
:hem In the Egyptian conscription, an

Dragon Not China's Emblem. 

As shown tn its prompt repudiation 
by the republic of China, the dragon 
was not the emblem of China; it was 
the emblem of the late imperial fam- 
ily of Manchua.

The germ of the dragon 
idea in the primitive races Inherea In 
some persistent memory of the great- 
er lizards, such aa the crocodile of 
the warmer waters. The Chinese 
dragon being without wings Is accord- 
ingly closer to type than is the winged 
dragon of the mythology of our more 
remote and northern race.

Some of the Long Term Prisoners at 
Stillwater Have Balancea Rang- 
ing From $1,000 to »1,500 
to Their Credit 

St Paul, Minn — While the capital- 
ists of the country have patronizingly 
advised young persons to "gave their 
pennies and be rich some day," the 
prisoners at Stillwater penitentiary 
have been hiding their time, hoarding 
their small earnings until many of 
them have sums ranging from $1,000 
to $1,500 to their individual credit, ac- 
cording to the report ot a visit to the 
institution made by J. R. Swann. a 
member, and J. C. Matchitt, secretary 
of the state board of visitors. The re- 
port was submitted to Governor Eber- 
hart 

The report doea not aay how long 
these particular prisoners have been 
confined in the penitentiary, but some 
light is thrown on their saving ability 
by the following paragraph from the 
report: 

"In December, 1911, the 66 men 
employed in the farm machinery divi- 
sion received an average pay of $4.85 
a man; the 205 men in the ahoe factory 
received an average for the month of 
$4.03 a man; the 114 men in the sup- 
port division (cooks, waiters, barbers, 
etc.) received an average of $4.63 
each- 
Taking up the suggestion of Govern- 
or Eberbart that gome means be pro- 
vided for state aid to families left In 
need by prisoners committed to work- 
houses and the state prison, the re- 
port, referring only to the latter, says 
that "but five per cent, of the men 
in state prison have families they 
have left In need of state aid." 

"This Is because the Jrisoners aa a 
whole are men of roving characters, 
who have no settled home and who. 
accordingly, have no one dependent 
upon them. 

"In this connection," the report con- 
tinuea. "a law enacted in 1909 la of 
special interest. It provides for state 
aid for dependent faanilies of men in 
the state prison. Families are now be- 
ing paid as high as $15 a month under 
this humane 1909 law." 

Commenting on the recently estab- 
lished prison for the criminal insane 
at St. Peter, the report says there are 
ten prisoners at Stillwater so ad- 
vanced in Insanity they are unable to 
do work, while there are thirty others 
who are able to work part of the time. 
Then it adds: 

"It Is doubtless true that there are a 
sufficient number of criminal Insane 
at Stillwater and other state institu- 
tions to fill completely another such 
building as now houses this class of 
unfortunates at St. Peter." 

Conditions, from a sanitary and 
cleanly standpoint, are excellent at 
the instltuUon, the report says, add- 
ing: 

"In spite of the fact that the build- 
ings and general plant are old and out 
of date, the best is made of every dis- 1 
advantage — a fact that has given War 
den Wolfer for many years the 
tation of being unexcelled."

Richmond and Madison county are look- 
ed upon as the dumping ground for all 
surplus and refuse products of it.ese 
foreign concerns. Our merchants pre- 
fer lo carry and sell home-made flour, 
it keeps the money in circula- 
nd because the home pro- 
ducts are better and delivered in belter 
condition, no damaged, torn, dirty and 
short-weights bags. Bui they say our 
customers call for Winchester, Lexing- 
ton, Versailles, Louisvilie, and some 
even a northern flour, and we must keep 
what they want. This is the situation 
in Richmond and Madison county.

MEMORIAL DAY 

Spring Meeting to Consist ot 
Twenty-four Racing Days. 



DERBY WILL BE RUN JUNE 8 



SICKLY CHILD 



Indications Point to Greatest Session 
of Racing Ever Seen in the West, 
as the Best Horses in Training at 
the Present Time Are Entered In 
the Memorial Handicap and Other 
Events That Will Follow— Special 
Rates Arranged For Opening and 
Derby Days and on Saturdays by 
Rail 



Th« spring meeting of the Latonia 
Jockey club will begin on May 30, 
with the running of the $3,000 Me- 
morial handicap is the feature. Twen 
ty-three days more racing will follow 
and the meeting will close on June 26. 

The greatest Derby ever run in the 
west .will take place on Saturday 
June 8. 

Latonia Is one of the garden spots 
of the country and the race course 
has always been famed for its beauti- 
ful surroundings. It lies in the Lick- 
lug valley, nestling among majestic 
Kentucky hills and the scenic lnves- 
ture Is most picturesque. 

Since the advent of John Hachmels- 
ter, who Is in complete charge, the 
Latonia track, which was built 29 
years ago, has been brought to the 
standard of an up-to-date racing plant. 
Thirty thousand dollars were spent 
last year on the track, and when the 
opening day rolls around Latonia can 
claim to be the best appointed race- 
course in the country. It can be 
easily reached from Cincinnati by 
Covington trolley cars, which go di- 
rect to the grandstand. The L. & N 
also has a splendid train service to 
the course from the Fourth and Smith 
etreet depot. There is also a splen- 
did roadway through Covington and 
via the Madison pike, which 
It a pleasant Journey with car 
riage or motor. 

Owing to the big interest in th« 
coming races at latonia, the L & N 
road has arranged for a special rate 
on the opening day and on Derby day 
from some of the principal cities of 
Kentucky, and the C. N. O. & T. P. 
railway has done the same thing. 
The L. & K has also provided for a 
round trip from Louisville to Latonia 
every Saturday during the meeting, 
return tickets being good until Mon- 
day morning. 

The indications point to the great 
est session of racing ever seen in 
the west. The Memorial handicap 
Is sure to be a great race, and the 
Derby will be a struggle between the 
giants of the three-year-old division 
Best Horses Entered. 
In the Memorial handicap are Meri 
dan, winner of the Kentucky Derby ol 
1911, and one of the best horses in 
training at the present time. Then 
there Is Adams Express, who beat 
the great Meridan at Louisville, Fash 
Ion Plate. Granite. Round the World 
and about 65 others. The three great 
three-year-olds, Worth, Sprite and The 
Manager, are also on the list, and 
one or two of these will go to the 
post If the weight assigned is looked 
upon with favor. 

The Derby is the best looking one 
that ever Latonia presented. In that 
race there will be a struggle for turf 
supremacy the like of which has not 
been seen. Here is Worth, winner ol 
the Kentucky Derby a few weeks ago 
He belongs to H. C. Hallenbeck, an 
eastern millionaire. There Is The 
Manager, belonging to Tom O'Dowell, 
who is every Inch the true type ol 
the Kentucky gentleman. There If 
Sprite, owned by H. K. Knapp, an 
other eastern millionaire and one of 
the pillars of the Eastern Jockey club. 

It can be seen that if the race re 
solves Itself to a struggle between 
the Kentucky horse against the peti 
of the eastern millionaires, there will 
■urely be a race.. The owners of these 
three clinkers all believe that theii 
own is best, and the struggle will b« 
a bitter one. The three mentioned 
will hardly have the race to them 
■elves, as there are a large numbet 
of good colts eligible, and at a differ 
enoe In the weight might do the unex 
pected. 

Besides these two stakes there are 
four others which will be run on 8at 
nrday, with the exception of the 
Trophy stake, which will be decided 
on the closing day.

PROPHET IS 15 YEARS OLD 

Hindu Regarded by European Theoso- 
of "the 



Paris. — Theosophlsts of Europe 
have their thoughts directed toward 
Paris, for at Paris has arrived a new 
Hindu prophet who is regarded by 
many Theosophlsts as the precursor 
of the ultimate Master who is to give 
to the world Its long-experienced 
moral transformation. He is a mere 
boy. only 16 years of age. and he 
comes from Adyar, India. At four- 
teen he wrote a book called "At the 
Feet of the Master." which has been 
translated Into many languages, and 
which Is said by Theosophlsts to be In- 
spired by a high consciousness of hu- 
man needs. To them the prophet, who 
is called both Krishnamurti and 
Alcyone, confirms by his presence the 
declarations of Mrs. Annie Besant 
in her address at the Sorbonne last 
year that a profound change was 
coming In the life of humanity and 
that It was to enter upon a new phase 
to be signalized by the coming of the 
Master, who was to establish a new 
religion. 

The prophet presided at a meeting 
of Theosophlsts. He plans to pass 
about six months at the University of 
Oxford, to gain a knowledge of west- 
ern culture, for he believes that In the 
new era there will come a union of 
western culture and of eastern wis- 
dom. He predicts for the future the 
formation of a new continent in the 
Pacific ocean like the one called At- 
lantis, which, according to classical 
tradition, once existed In the Atlantic 
ocean. The prophet and bis friends 
contend that the Bogoloff islands, 
whose coming in the North Pacific was 
accompanied by seismic disturbances, 
are the nucleus of the new continent 
he has In mind. This physical earth 
change, he believes, will signalize a 
revolution in religion. 



NOTED ACTRESS KILLS SELF 



Herdina Longed for a Theater of 
Her Own and Lost Her 
Fortune. 



Vienna.— One of the prettiest, most 
popular comediennes of the variety 
stage, Hedl Herdina. twenty-six years 
old. blew out her brains with a re- 
volver In her elegantly furnished 
apartments in the Czernlngasse a few 
days ago because of financial losses 
In a vaudeville enterprise. 

A tew hours before she committed 
suicide she met friends in a cafe and 
was as gay and entertaining as usual. 
At midnight she went home, wrote 
some letters and rang for her child's 
nurse, requesting that the child be 
brought without waking it Repeated- 
ly she kissed the sleeping child, soft- 
ly, then put around Its neck a chain to 
which was attached the key of her 
safe. 

After this she went to bed and the 
maid noticed that she took with her 
a small mirror. When found dead next 
morning the lamp In her room was 
burning, the mirror and a revolver had 
fallen from her hands. She had 
pressed the weapon to her right tem- 
ple. 

When only sixteen her talents were 
discovered In Berlin. She was paid 
the highest salaries ever earned by a 
soubrette In Germany. While per- 
forming there a wealthy Turk fell In 
love with her and took her to Egypt. 
Two years ago she returned to Berlin 
with $125,000 which her wealthy ad- 
mixer had given her. Four months ago 
she came to Vienna. Here she was 
not satisfied with being a queen of the 
variety stage. She determined to own 
a vaudeville theater, and in the Mono- 
pole Variety lost half her fortune, her 
partner, who managed the Taharln 
theater, disappearing with the rest of 
her money. This caused her to kill 
herself.
